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SKATING @O8 ARTIFICIAL ICH. 


Seow Picasare-Leving Parisians Have Been 
Eajoying Themecives all Winter, 

The French, though an industrious and 

thrifty race, take their pleasare 
earnestly, and the Pari is the personifi. 
cacion of gayety. Although he is the beat 
in summer, when the sun is always shining 
and he can pass his life in the ojen air, he 
in as keenly alive to the attractions of winter 
recreations as his Canadian brethren, and 
while people in other lands have been com- 
plaining of the intermittent nature of this 
Winter's froate he has been skating on 
genuine ice since Oct. 1 last. A skating 
rink of artificial ice has been constracted in 
Panis forty meters in length by eighteen in 
width. As described by « correspondent it 
consiate of a cement and cork floor resting 
upon « perfectly tight metallic foundation 
upon which is arranged « series of connect- 
iron pipes having a total length of 5,000 
meters, The building is supplied with steam 
engines and the necessary machinery tor 
converting the ammoniacal gas into liquid 
ammonia, which is led inco large reservoirs 
or refrigerators, where it expands with the 
production of cold. Having retarned to the 
gaseous atate itis taken up again by the 
machines, which force it anew into the 
condensers, and so on indefinitely. The 
same supply of ammonia serves over and 
over again. The lowering of the tem- 
perature produced by the -expansion is 
utilized for booling an ‘uncongealable liquid 
(solution of calcium chloride) which 
circulates in spirals in the center of the 
refrigeratories. This liquid, by means 
of a pump, is forced into the pipes in the 
floor of the rink. Each section derives its 
supply trom two principal conduits, into 
which there is a constant flow of the chlor- 
ide of calcium solution cooled to a tempera- 
ture that varies according to the velocity 
of the circulation, which can be regulated 
at will, When the external temperature is 
not very high all that has to be done is 
merely to keep the ice in condition, and a 
few degrees below zero will suflice—while, 
on the contrary, when the upper stratum, 
or even the entire rink, has to be renewed 
a temperature of 15 to 20 degrees below may 
be needed. The surface is renewed every 
night. Firet, the snow produced by the 
blades of the skates is removed, and then a 
sheet of water is spread by means of a pump 
over the ice and kept in circulation during 
the entire period of congelation in order to 
give a perfectly even surface, In order to 
prevent the spirals from producing changes 
of level through the contraction due to 
the differences in temperature to which 
they are subjected they are compos: 
ed of pipes that enter exch other with 
friction to a certain length. They thus 
form slides that allow of a certain play, 
Moreover, in order that their temperature 
shall be as uniform as poasible, care is 
taken to frequently change the direction. of 
the current. In this way a uniform mean 
temperature in this, entire circulation is 
secured. The hall is decorated with 
winter scenery and lit by electric light, and 
the temperature is carefully regulated and 
usually maintained at between 15 and 18 
degrees,

The recent advances in the art of fship- 
building have not been accompanied by 
commercial miscalculations. The tonnage 
and dimensions of océan steamers have been 
gradually increased, but only p ion- 
ately to the normal development of freight 
and passenger traffic. The luxurious ap-

Fashionable Women ot To-day. 


When women were brought up to be the 
pets and playthings of men they were eda- 
cated to be happy in the place assigned 
them. Their foie were trained to deftness 
in embroidery and music, and their minds 
were left in a condition of quiescent content 
with their status. If they learned to read, 
the literature given them was that of 
romance and entertainment solely. The 
higher learning was withheld, and conver- 
sation in their presence never took the 
form of discussion touching the serious 
problems of life. They were treated witha 
sort of deference, but it was deference to 
their charming incapacity, and notat all to 
their acqvirementsor intellects. Doubtless 
they enjoyed the sort of worship they re- 
ceived and were content with their position 
of carefully nutured exemption from serious 
cares. When the women whose strong 
help contributed to the conquest of this 
continent and the founding of this 
nation were required to manage homes 
which were in truth factories, their 
minds were fully occupied and _ their 
lives satisfactory. They washed the wool, 
carded and spun it, wove it into cloth, 
made the clothing of the family, preserved 
the fruits of summer for winter use, brought 
up large broods of children, cared for the 
sick, comforted the atilicted, did their 
household work and often lent willing 
hands to the work of ‘the men folks.” 
Those women were doubtless happy. They 
had no leisure for discontent or idle long- 
ings for the unattainable, Their education 
was practical, and embraced nothing that 
looked to an intellectual development be- 
yond the range of their lives and duties. 
But what of the women of our own time? 
We educate their minds to the highest alert- 
ness, Increased wealth exempts them in 
large degree from the old necessity for work. 
Even in the absence of wealth changed in- 
dustrial conditions have made it cheaper 
to buy the things wonen once made 
than to carry on domestic manufactures. 
The result is that women of the educated | 
class are to-day largely women without ade- 
quate employment for their highly trained 


| faculties, without occupation of an absorb. 


ing character tor their awakened and alert 
minds. 

In thia condition contentment is well- 
nigh impossible to human beings. The mind 
that is cultivated demands active, strenuous 
and worthy work. The intelligence and} 
character of our women fit them for serious 
and earnest ‘activities, and so long as cir- 
cumstances deny such activities to them, 
restlessness, discontent and nervous pros- 
tration must continue to be characteristic 
of a sex held in subjection to unfit condi- 
tions.

THE COURT ITSELF. 


A word regarding the court itself. The 
room where the court is held is not by any 
| means a large one and would favorably com- 
pare with the many justice courts in the 
more populous cities of America.’ Upon 
entering the building from the Cornhill en- 
trance the visitor is confronted with two 
doors bearing respectively the notice that 
one is reserved for the entrance of “ solici- 
tors” and the other for the general public. 
; Entering by the latter door fe visitor finds 
‘himself in the court room and he will no 
doubt be immediately struck with its dingy 
aspect. Immediately opposite the doorway 
is the magistrate’s desk, over which towers 


; arms. In front of this, and between the visi- 
tor and the desk, is a small partitioned-off 
space which by its iron bars and missiveness 
is proclaimed the prisoners’ dock. To the 
right is the jury box and to the left the wit- 
neas stand, while between the two is the 
clerk’s desk and the attorney’s table. 

It is 9 o'clock and the court is about to 
open forthe day. The space reserved for 
the 


and bailiffs’ walk ewiftly to and fro. 
Suddenly the hum of conversation ceases 
and the presiding magistrate, preceded by 
the clerk, enters the court room. Every 
head is immediately uncovered and all rise 
to their feet and remain standiag until “ his 
worship” is seated. 


OPERATIONS BEGIN, 

The clerk takes his position at the desk 
and, after arranging the docket for the day, 
motions to the jailer, who is already stand- 
by the side of the prisoners’ dock, to call 
the first case. se to this time not a word 
has been spoken, but as soon as he receives 


and unlocking it calls out the name of the 
first prisoner, let us say Harry Bagge. The 
prisoner steps forth and takes his place in 
the dock. ‘‘Case No. 1,” calls out the 
jailer, reading from a book he has ready ; 
** prisoner's name Harry Bagge, age 22, 
arrested last night ; charge, drunkenness,” 

** Are you guilty or not guilty ?” asks the 
clerk, while the magistrate, clad in his 
white wig and robe of justice, adds * Do 
you wish to be tried by me or be boand 
over to the assizes to take your trial before 
a jury of your peers?” 

The prisonor enters a plead of not guilty 
and after signifying his acquiescence of being 
tried at once the officer who made the arrest 
iscalled. Stepping into thé witness box 
the officer takes the new testament into his 
hand, and, after gravely kissing it, recites 
his evidence ina tone and manner that 
plainly demonstrate that he has studied to 
have it down by heart. After a few ques- 
tions he steps down, to be followed, perha 
by some other witness, after which the 
prisoner makes his defense. It is here that 
@ foreginer would be surprised, for not one 
word of reproach or accusation is made 
against the officer, so great is the English 
love of justice and respect for the Baa. 
coated guardian of the peace. The defence 
is made and perhaps a witners or two heard 
aud then the magistrate again breaks the 
silence to render his decision, and the 
prisoner isled away and the next case 
called, 

Strange as it may seem, all the evidence 
bas been carefully recorded by a stenog- 
rapher, for no matter how unimportant the 
case may be the English law demands that 
a record of it be kept. 

Such is the system carried out inthe Lon- 
don police courts, though the strict ap- 
plication of justice made by the magistrate 
may in some cases seem harsh to a stranger 
the general resulting compares favor- 
ably with other courts of alike nature in 
other parts of the world.

Typhoid Fever and the MIIk Can, 


There is no room for doubt that in many 
instances typhoid fever is carried by the 
milk can. veral outbreaks of typhoid 
fever in schools and hospitals have been 
traced to the farm or dairy, where the ex- 
istence of a case of this disease explained 
its extension to customers supplied by the 
dairyman. Hence, it is necessary not only 
that the cattle supplying the milk be free 
from disease, but that there be no possibili- 
ty of disease germs, typhoid or scarlet 


| fever, particularly, having acceas to the 
| milk or milk pans or water with which it 


may be diluted. This can only be done by 
a close and rigid inspection of the dairy and 
all its surroundings. There are quite a 
number of cases of typhoid in this city, 
and it is strongly suspected that there 
is some connection between -the milk sup- 
ply and one or more of the cases. While 
typhoid is known to prevail where imperfect 
rainage exists, and sewer gases are usual- 
ly considered to be the cause of it, strange 
to say the disease prevails where rhost at- 
tention has been paid to sanitary matters. 
It isa maxim that no trap has yet been 
invented that will keep sewer gas complete- 
ly out of the house that is connected with a 
sewer ; and at this season of the year it 
is more troublesome than at other times, 
by reason of the pipes being clogged with 
the accumulations of along winter during 
which there has been no stechive rainfall or 
other means of clearing then. Now when 
the melting snow and rainfali make every 
gully a brooklet, it is atime of er to 
the household. With the flushing of the 
rain the sewer gas, charged with diseased 
germs, rushes through the open drains. and 
rat holes into houses, the heated condition 
of the air in which induces this gas current 
with which we are all familiar when we pull 
the plug out of a fixed wash basin, somé. 
what modified and purified by the water in 
the trap and better still when a defective 
point or leak in the soil pipe allows it to 
escape free in an apartment. It is of the 
greatest importance that every case of 
typhoid fever or scerlatina should be investi- 
gated to its origin, whether it is traceable 
to the milk can, to germ-laden sewer gas, 
orother cause.

| ment of German Mennonites in Manitoba, 
the Empire says :—‘' There is probably no 
more interesting class to be found.amongst 
the settlers of our great prairies than the 
German Mennonites. are usually 
termed Russians, bat the phrase is a mis 
nomer, as originally the whole people were 
Germans, are still an isolated race of 
farmers in that portion of Russia in which 
lived te coming out to Manitoba. 

It will be remembered that early in 1872, 
shortly after the acquisition of the North- 
weat

nonites, who were believed to be an em- 
we suitable class for emigration and 
were known to be anxious for a safer and 
more peaceful home than they could find 
within the Russian Empire. The _re- 
sult was that delegates came to Man- 
itoba, saw what the country was 
like, and in 1874 orought out a 
large number of families, fairly sup- 
plied with money, who settled in what is 
now known as the Eastern Reserve near 
Winnipeg. There were hundreds of others, 
however, who wished to follow, but were 
afraid of being stranded without means of 
subsistence in a strange land. At this junc- 
ture the Waterloo Society was formed for 
the purpose of aiding these would-be immi- 


the | grants, It was composed of about 150 well- 


to-do farmers of German extraction in the 
county of Waterloo, Ontario, who agreed to 
offer their farms and general property 
to the Government aa security for the re- 
payment of any woney which it might ad 
vance as a loan to the Mennonities who de 
sired to settle in Manitoba. Upon this ex- 
cellent security the Government advanced 
the sum of $96,400, under condition that 
the settlers were to obtain a fair start in 
their new homes before either principal or 
interest was collected. Most of those who 
came away from Rassia by this‘means, set- 
'tlead in ee between Red River and 
the Pembina Mountain, and ppon woat was 
then a treeless prairie, rich in every agricul 
tural requirement excepting timber, In 1875, 
when settlement began, and for a few

Women and the Marriage Preposal, 


That prolific and versatile essayist and soc- 
ologist Labouchere has recently thrown out 
the suggestion that no more progressive an- 
advantageous step could be taken by woman 
toward her political and social a dize- 
ment than by wresting from man the privi- 
lege he has arrogated’to himself of making 
the marriage proposal. The suggestion is 
apparantly made in good faith ite dis- 
cussion is free from any obvious spirit of 
ribaldry, It is an interesting if not entirely 

novel proposition. It is founded on the 

desirability of marriage as a means of pro- 
moting the welfare of society, and to this 
extent it is well founded. Mr. Labouchere 
believes that if this change were brought 
about fewer people would remain unmarried. 
While he does not say so in words he evi- 
dently assumes that woman, being naturally 
weaker and more dependent, has more to 
ain by marriage than has man. He deems 
ft unjust that in proceedings where her 
interests are paramount her prerogative 
should be limited to the power of veto. 
He advances the argument that if 
man were deprived of the right of al 
he would be thrown more on his g be- 
havior in order to induce the woman to pro- 
pose. Bat is Mr. Labouchere quite sure 
that he has considered the subject in all its 
essentials? The proposition of marriage 
under the social conditions of many civiliz- 
ed conntries, notably Englis and 
America, is the culmination of a more 
or less extended and intimate acquaint- 
ance and association usually involv- 
ing atventions and obligations on the 
part of the man which might be neither 
convenient nor agreeable for the woman to 
assume. How far would her assumption of 
these be necessary were she invested with 
the right that Mr. Labouchere proposes in 
her behalf? Invitations to balls, to the 
theater, and the opera, are familiar inci- 
denta of a protracted courtship. Ordinari- 
ly these social indulgences carry with 
them the expenditure of money. If 
the man shall mot take the initiative in 
the marriage proposal shall he take it in the 
amenities that lead up to and suggest such 
a proposal? If yes, how long shall be keep 
it up and how shall he determine whether 
or-not the lady intends to pop the question ? 
He would se such a system be forced to 
inaugurate a campaign which he will have 
no power to bring toa crisis. If the lady 
is to lead off in these expensive preliminaries 
and do the inviting herself s she foot 
the hills? If not, thenshe will be under the 
embarrassing necessity of attesting her re- 
gard for her lover by reducing his benk ac- 
count—the bigger the reduction the strong- 
er the This is a grave question, 
Mr. Labourchere, and before it is finally 
disposed of this one point must be per- 
manéntly settled: Who 1s going to pay for 
the ice cream?

A Chicago, despatch says :—Out of 590,- 
000 square feet of space awarded to Great 
Britain for her exhibit at the fair the par- 
ent country reserved 300,000 square feet 
for herself and gave 200,000 to her colonica, | 
Canada, the premier colony, received just | 
one half the space. Impressed by the gen- | 
erosity of the gift, it is litthe: wonder ‘that! 
the Dominion has laid plans for a magnifi- 
cent exhibit, which is now taking visible 
shepe under the direction of an able and 
enthusiastic bedy of commissioners. In 
every department Canada will be well rep- 
resented, the greatest display being in 
agriculture, manufactures, mines aad min- 
ing, and fisheries. 

The general Dominion exhibit will be 
supplemented by special exhibita from the 
provinces, Committees representing the 
provinces have worked with « will, ard as 
a result the varied, interesting, and almost 
vnlimited resources of a country that 
stretches for 3,400 miles, trom Noia Scotia 
on the east to British Columbia on the 
west, will be represented in almost every 
department. 

IN AGRICULTURE. 

In the 15,000 feet awarded to Canada in 
the agriculture department there will be an 
exhibit of almost every product that a rich 
agricultural country can produce. From 
cold storage warehouses will be brought farm 
and garden produce, representing las) sea- 
son’s crops. Food supplies of all kinds will 
also be exhibited, canned goods of every 
variety, and Canadian whisky, ale and beer.

The candid | acknowledgment of the 
Philadelphia press that some of our methods 
of considering and passing legislation are 
greatly superior to those of the United 
States, has led the Montreal Star to refer 
to a namber of the weak points in the 
American mode of doing legislative businesa, 
The Star poiats out that in the United 
States the Government has no official sta- 
tue in the Legislative body atall, and css 
only affect legislation through the avenups 
of party control. This woald not be very 
satisfactory anywhere, and is especially 
abortive where there aré hostile factions 
within each political party which acknow!l- 
edge no common leadership. Thus there 
is no responsible group of mon in the House 
to watch public and private legislation, 
and nothing but a loose party cohesion and 
such patriotic common sense as jostling 
politicians may contrive te possess, to kee 
the caldron o¢ Congress from stewing up all 
sorts of poisonous odds and ends. ere 
the Government governs. The responsible 
Ministers are responsible. ‘‘Methods of 
legislation in Canada,” says the Press, ‘‘are 
as much superior io those in the United 
State as itis possible at the present time, 
probably, to make them. They are dis- 
tinguished just as much by care, delibera- 
tion and watchfulness over the public in- 
teresta as the legislative meth in the 
United States are marked by haste, care- 
lessness and disregard of the general wel- 
fare.” In demonstration of this vigorously 
expressed statement of fact, a description 
is given of the legislative programme in 
Canada, familiar enough to us. The care- 
ful preparation of Government bills by our 
Cabinet is dwelt upon, and the full 
and deliberate manner in which they 
are discussed. ‘‘The utmost publicity and 
deliberateness are encouraged,” says the 
Press, * and atall stages the bills are print- 
ed and reprinted and ecattered broadcast 
that every one can become acquainted. with 
their contents. In this way legislation by 
artifice is prevented and public sentiment 
has ample opportunity to make itself felt 
favorably or adversely.” Nor is less admira- 
tion expressed at our private bill system in 
which two months’ notice is required, and 
the fullest opportunity given for a

The capacity of batrachian and allie! 
types to withstand intense cold has recent. 
ly been made the subject of investigation 
by Knanth, who conducted his experimen ts

Quite lately, after an interval of fifteen 
years, an attempt has been made to palm 
off once more a clever and succersful 
swindle which had been dubbed ‘la Cas- 
sette de l'Imperatrice,” and which created 
a ae: commotion when it was first expos- 
ed. The plen was simple enough. Some 
French landowner, manufacturer, or mer- 
chant in the furthest provinces would re- 
ceive a lange registered envelope generally 
bearing the Barcelona postmark, and on 
opening it he would find a letter purportin 
to be written by a Spanish gentleman, an 
stating the following facts: The Empress 
reposing full confidence ia his fidelity, had, 
on the eve of the 4th of September, intrust- 
ed to him a casket containing jewels of 
great value; he had accepted the trust, 
but becoming aware that he was watched 
by the French police he had contrived to 
bury the casket'in a wood—or variously a 
cave or near a stream —he had taken an ac- 
curate plan of the spot, but being arrested 
on the frontier as a Carlist officer, his lug- 
age had been seized and the plan with it. 
owever, he went on to say that Spanish 
jailers were not incorruptible, and that in 
consideration of a sum of two or three hun- 
dred francs sent him at a given address he 
would undertake to forward at once to 
the sender of the money the plan of the lo- 
eality, and the latter would have nothing 
further to do than to dig out the treasure 
and share the proceeds with his informant. 
This letter was accompanied by two corro- 
borating documents—firat, a letter addreas- 
ed by command of the Empress to the Carl- 
ist officer with a heading and a blue device 
representing an eagle above which was 
stamped ‘*Eugenie” and below ‘‘Impera- 
trice,” secondly a paper emanating from the 
*‘imerial Chancellerie” signed by Marshal 
Vaillant, and containing the list of the 
jewels in the casket, with the announcement 
that they represented 4,000,009 francs. 
Singularly enough, on investigation it was 
found that all these papers contained gross 
errors in spelling even to the officials names, 
and that the stamps affixed were fot 
at all genuine ; nevertheless, the writer had 
not miscalculated when he founded his hopes 
on the inveterate appetite for illicit gains 
inherent in human nature, and many sums 
were forwarded to the address given. 
Apparently thoroughly exploded, the trick 
has reappeared in a slightly modified form: 
the names of the Empress and Marshal 
Vaillant are absent, but the casket, the 
millions, the jailers, the plan, and especially 
the request for three hundred franes, are all 
there, and there is little doubt that some 
credulous fortune hunters have been again 
entrapped by the large envelope bearing the 
Barcelona or other Spanish postmark, 


LEFT THE TRACK. 


Freight (ara Piled ina Heap om the Niag- 
ara Central—No One Killed, 


A Niagara Falls, Ont., despatch says :— 
The Niagara Central passenger and pickup 
freight, which leaves St. Catharines for this 
lace at 3 o'clock, left the track this side of 
Thorold in a cut this afternoon about 3. 30 
o'clock. The cause of the accident was the 
spreading of the rails... The forward trucks 
of the engine left the track when the train 
was running ata thirty-mile rate.

But one of the worst etampedes that ever 
took place in Montana was to San River in 
the spring of 1866. That was one of the 
coldest springs ever experienced by white 
men in Montana. A terrific bli eet in 
shortly after the stam fairly began for 
Sun River. Noone knew what had been 
discovered or whether anything at all, | at 
a rumor got abroad that rich digging had 
been found, and nearly every man who could 
rustle a small grub stake and cayuse started 
for the suppored new gold fields, At that 
day the country to the north was not in- 
habited, and the sufferings endured the 
stam peders were terrible. Many were frozen 
in the pitiless storm, a few lost their lives, 
and to this day a few old-timera are li 
in the State minus fingers and toes from that 
fearful trip. It turned out, also, that there 
had been no discovery of gold made which 
alded disappointment to the sufferings of 
the sheanpadiers, and if the party who start- 
ed the story of rich gold discoveries had 
been found then his days would have been 
speedily shortened. 

But no one seemed to know then nor dees 
any one now know exactly how the great 
Sun River stampede started. It issu - 
ed to have been caused by a letter co 
by a man who had gone nerth from Last 
Chance in the fall. This man, in his own 
estimation, bad met with flatte success, 
He had fallen in with some friendly Black- 
foot Indians, secured « squaw who had 
some horses.and a tepee, in a land filled 
with wild game of all kinds. He thought 
it was the next thing te paradise. le 
wrote to a friend in Helena that he bad 
struck it rich; intended to stay all winter, 
and was well fixed and well satisfied with 
his find, failing to state what that par- 
ticular find was. To the miners who saw it 
there was but one meaning to be attached 
to his words: Hoe.had atruck diggings, and 
that is what started the great Sun River 
stampede in the early days, 

Later on, in the early 70's came the rash 
to Cedar Creek, in Missoula country, where 

d mines were found. Some ten years 
ater came the reports of rich gold mines in 
the Ceur d’Alene Mountains, and the name 
of Pritchard, the discoverer, became known 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, A great 
stampedesetin and the rush to the new 
gold region was tremendous, and many 
hardships were endured, Every one w mt- 
ed to be the first on the ground and tho re 
sult was that the country was soon overrun, 
notwithstanding the snow was atill, Posen 4 
and it was exceedingly difficult to 
Pritchard Creek. From Thompson Falls 
to the diggings was forty miles over a rough 
and heavily timbered mountain country, 
The snow was too deep for animals to be 
taken in at that time, so the forty miles 
were made on snowshoes. And many men 
made the trip wh knew less about snow- 
shoes than they did about the Kmperor of 
China, All provisiens were taken in on 
toboggans, hauled by hand, at the rate of 
25 cents per pound. Of course provisions 
in the camp were proportionately high and 
some incidents that happened there are 
worth relating at this day. 

Among the carly stampeders to Pritchard 
Creck were a number of Butte people. One 
of them is still fond of te of his experi- 
ence in the new camp, although it was 
anything but pleasant at thetime. He sad 
he and his partner made the trip all right, 
They had some money and struck the camp 
about night-fall, cold and wary Rf They 
inquired for the best restaurant in the town 
of Eagle City, which was at that time the 
head centre of the district. A large house 
made of green lamber was pointed out, and 
they went in to get a The meal 
which was set before them consisted of 
coffee, bread, bacon and beans, a a aoe 
meal for hungry men. Bat one o m 
thought they ought to have potatoes, and 
sekes the waiter if there were any. ~

supper,” said the stampeder. ; 

‘*How many?” ingtired the waiter.

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“What is Pree Education.” 
Tn its iast issue the Canada Educational 


' Monthly propoundsa the question, “ What 


is free education?” The Monthly proceede 
to answer the question by asking a number 
of others. Is free edacation the aig 
of a school for every ‘child the expenses 
which are met from the general purse, As 
the monthly says, the answer comes from 
several quarters: No. Some claim that in 
order that education may be free we muat 
provide text books tor the pupila. All the 
books a child requires for school purposes 
must be previded by the taxpayers; for 
otherwise, the child without the proper 
books will not be in a fair position te com: | 
te with the child provided with all the 

~ooks ; and moreover, the pupils all having 
the school requisites will make more uniform 
progress—at least if all the pupils do not 
advance equally, it will not be for want of 
proper books. Well, we now have all the 
children attending school provided with 
text books and the cost of such provision 
charged in the annual tax bill Have we 
free education now? The answer is now 
slow in coming. No. Uné t says, by 
way of answer: My child is poorly clad; 
that is, not so well clad as someone else's 
child. And another says my child is hungry, 
only gets one meal a day, while yours 
three good meals each day. The contest is - 
not fair as between such children. Evidently 
it is not fair, As we see things, in what 
community can yoa find the race of life fair? 
Then does free education mean that the 
taxpayer is to provide tree tuition, food, 
clothing tor all the children attending our 
public or state schools? This is the latest 
development of the modern free education 
theory—in ancient Greece there were states 
which took charge of all the children and 
educated them at the expense of the public, 
We all know how this was done, and what 
a compas failure the result was, Bat to. 
our thinking the ancients were more logical 
than the moderns in this matter, for se 
began at the beginning of life and t 
charge of the conditions ‘of governing the 
child after birth. Is the final outcome of 
Christian civilization going to be the same as 
that of heathen civilization? If. not wh 
not? English people have a factor in 
civilization which the Greeas and Romans 
had not in theirs. We freely and miost 
thankfully acknowledge this great truth, 
But we must ask the question, are the 
thrifty, the industrious, the thoughtful 
people to be compelled to feed, clothe, and 
educate the children of the thoughtless, the 
reckless and the lazy people of the commun- 
ity? This is the serious question ‘with re- 
spect to the large cities that is forcing it 
self upon the attention of the thoughtful 
people of Great Britain and the United 
States of America. It does not press us 
yet very much in Canada, but it is ; 
in Quebec, Montreal and Toronto. What 
are we going to do with it? Will Great 
Britain deal with this most difficult problem 
as ancient Greecedid?

Canada and Australia. 


The establishment of a monthly steam- 
ship service to Australia between ‘he points 
of Vancouver, B. C., and Sydney, N. 8. W., 
is amatter of great importance to Canada, 
By this arrangement, which is made for one 
year and is renewable thereafter if desired, 
& prominent Australian firm ot high finan- 
ciail standing, receives the subsidy of $125. 
000 offered by the Canadian Government 
some years ago, and -agrees to. start the 
service at once—the first stcamer to leave 
Sydney for Canada before May 10, 
fine steamers will be placed on the route, 
and willcallat Hawaii and the port of 
Victoria, B. C. Commenting on this mat- 
ter the Empire says :—It would be interest- 
ingin this connection to know if the 
utterances of Sir George Dibbs when in 
New York and Canada a few months 
were more than merely prophetic. Our 
despatch yesterday indicated that much 
wasdue in the matter to the patriotic 
conversations ,of « Canadian traveller 
in Australia,” who drew attention to 
the subsidy offered by Canada for the eatab 
lishment of such a line and suggested the 
advantages which would accrue from it to 
the countries concerned, or, as the Yankee 
would put it, “the money there was in the 
scheme.” But there may be more in the 
arrangement than appea n the sur- 
face. It will be remembe that Sir 
George, speaking as Premier of New South 
Wales, from whose capital city the new 
line is to run, said in very plain-spoken 
words to a New York reporter: “I am 
going to Canada to-day and I am certainly 
not going there in the interests of America. 
One of the reasons I am going is to try and 
make arrangements for the running of 
steamers direct from there to Sydney, and 
thus San Francisco merchants will suffer,” 
Accident prevented him from seeing the 
Ministers at Ottawa, but, in a speech at 
Vancouver, Sir George Dibbs reiterated his 
desire for steamship communication and 
cable connection as well. The probability 
is therefore that the new line indicates a 
strong desire upon the part of New South 
Wales to establish closer trade relations 
with Canada. We know from the recep- 
tion accorded to Mr. G. R. Parkin some 
years ago when speaking in Victoria, Tas- 
mania and South Australia, that these 
colonies also desire to trade with us, so that 
it would appear as if no better and more 
timely response to a. general wish could 
have bees afforded than is furnished hy the 
new line of steamers. 

A glance at the trade returns will reveal 
the condition of affairs very clearly. In 
1891, the United States exported $13,017,- 
132 worth of goods to Australasia ; Canada 
exported $589,100 worth. In the same year 
the Republic imported from Australasia 
$6,239,021 worth of products; Canada im- 
ported almost nothing. This, of course, 
was to be expected, but it does not follow 
that with a Canadian-Australian line of 
steamships such results will continue. 
Much of what the United States sends to 
the Pacific Colonies can be, and will be, 
furnished by Canada if our merchants, 
manufacturers and exporters are sufficient- 
ly wide awake. The following table of sel- 
ected American exports in 1888 to New 
South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, South 
and Western Australia and Tasmania 
speaks for itself in this connection :

providing attendants to go with them. 

The space allotted to Canada in the 
building devoted to manufactures is 
12,600 feet. It is in one square block, 
in avery prominent and desirable po- 
sition and adjoines the apace assigned to 
Great Britain. 

The Canadian display in the Liberal 
Arts’ gallery is designed to illustrate 
the educational system of this country. 

Tn the ee building Canada 
has been awarded two blocks of space, 
one of which contains 5,330 and the

Where There is Ne Death Penalty. 


The man Latimer, who poisoned two of 
his keepers the other day in order to make 
his escape from a Michigan prison, is a very 
bad mau, and his double crime illustrates 
the difficulty that may occur in a State 
where the death st has been abolished 
Latimer was serving a life-sentence for the 
murder of his mother at Jackson under pe- 
culiarly dreadful circumstances, Having 
locked the cellar door of his mother’s house 
and taken the key away with him, he told 
his clerk that he was going to Detroit to 
attend @ funeral. Arriving at an hotel 
and engaging a room, he immediately re- 
turned in disguise to Jackson, entered the 
house, shot his mother in her bed, and fin- 


ished his work by striking her on the head |? 


with his revolver. He then caught an 
early train for Detroit, so as to support his 
lea that he had been sleeping in the 
otel on the night of the murder. His 
conviction turned upon the testimony of 
a chambermaid at the hotel and upon 
identifications during his two night 
journeys, or this crime the heaviest 
sentence that by the law of Michigan could 
be imposed upon him was imprisonment for 
life. This fact bas led to the murder of 
one of the prison gatekeepers and the at- 
tempted murder of the other. Ifthe mis- 
creant had not been caught there is no 
reason to suppose that he would have ceas- 
ed from that sort of crime. He might have 
gone on rat taking people’s lives for 
years without beiny discovered, for he ap- 
pears to be a quiet-mannered man who can 
“smile and smile and be a villain.” Even 
now he is under watch and ward again no 
further action can be taken against him, 
and the public will have the feeling that he 
may again escape and continue his deadly 
work, As the Mail points out, it seems 
somewhat likely, however, that his case 
will lead to an endeavor being made 
toalter the lawin Michigan. nh that 
State the opponents of the death nalty 
have succeeded in having their humane 
policy practically tested for a long peri.d, 
Lhe earliest results of the abolition of 
capital punishment seemed to justify 
their argument. There was a marked in- 
crease in the na™ber of convictions in mur- 
der cases, juries ordinarily agreeing quickly 
upon verdicts which condemned the accused 
to imprisonment rather than to death, 
There were fewer miscarriages of justics in 
the crimina! practice of Michigan than in 
other states where the death penalty was 
enforced, At the same time there was no in. 
erease of crime of the first magnitade. For 
the firat decade the statistics tended to con- 
firm the predictions. of the advocate of clem- 
eocy in dealing with murderers; bat as 
time has gone on the argument has been re- 
versed. Evidence isnot lacking to prove 
that imprisonment for life has ceased to ex- 
ercise sufficient deterrent influence to insure 
ublic safety and welfare. Michigan legis. 
fators are already divided in opinion re.

Kt Weuld Not Work, 


Mr. C. F. Marter has a bill before the 
Provincial Legislature which provides that 
no liquor shall be sold hy retail. This of 
course means that consumers will have to 
urchase by wholeaale or'not atall. Accord- 
ing to the License Act, a wholesale trans. 
action must cover not less than a five gallon 
cask, one dozen three half-pint bottles, or 
cwo dozen bottles having a capacity of three 
fourths ofa pint. In Ontario ch So 
there were 2,990 taverns, 403 liquor shops, 
and 21.wholesales. But it must not be su 
posed that if the retail shops were abolished 
the number of Wholesales would remain the 
same. Sixteen years ago, when the Uunkin 
Act threatened the retail trade, the demand 
for wholesale licenses became very brisk, 
Iu 1876 there were 147- wholesales, about 
seven times the number there are to-dey. 
Mr. Marter’s bill would abolish public 
drinking, and, what is also a great evil, 
public treating, but it might not in the ag- 
gregate decrease the consumption of intoxi- 
canta. It is, howeyer, open to the same ob- 
jection as the Dunkin Act and would 
probably be found equally as unwork- 
able and, so far as benefit: to the 
morals of the community was concerned, 
equally as unprofitable. Syndicates would 
be formed for the purchase by wholesale, 
the members of which would ‘periodically 
congregate and — to “drank them- 
selves aaah.” Hicit dives would multi- 
ply te an enormous extent, for under the 
new law as long as no small money = 
no illegality could be proved and whiskey 
selling without any burdensome license 
weale be legalized on the co-operative 
principle. If Mr. Marter would also pro- 
vide that liquor could not be purchased in 
quantities except under license his bill 
might be provocative of more good than it 
will be in ite present shape. Bot that 
would be practically only the introduction 
into Ontario of the permit .system which 
has been found unworkable in the North- 
West, On the whole we rather think 
Mr. Marter had better 
measure for reconsideration. Under any 
circumstances it is founded on that per- 
nicious principle of jastifying in the rich 
what is wrong in the poor.

In two sections of the mine the 
fire was put out. The extinction of the 
flames has been followed in each oase, how- 
ever, by the accumulation of gas and it ies 
feared that explosions may follow short 
ly. Another a a to enter the seam in 
which the fire started has proved fruitless, 
Although the rescue party saw six dead 
bodies they were prevented by smoke and 
heat from reaching them. Where the fire 
had been extinguished they were also un- 
able to make — progress as they could 
not remain in foul atmosphere. The 
number of men still in the mine cannot be 
ascertained, although it ix known to be
